This marks the end of the coali­ 
tion ministry—comprised of tin* lib­ 
eral and the Unionist party—which 
came into being during the 
world 
■war. 
It is understood Lloyd George ad­ 
vised King George1 to invite Bonar 
Law to form a ministry. The king is 
to summon Law Indore him tonight 
and in keeping with British politi­ 
cal traditions will formally recog­ 
nize the resignation of the 
prime 
ininMor.

Bonar Law was active leader of 
the Unionist party until a year ago 
when his health broke down. At that, 
time the reins of 
the 
leadership 
passed to Austin Chamberlain, 
the 
parliamentary leader of the

However, Chamberlain was never 
formally invested with the leader­ 
ship of the party. 
The -late-man whom 
the

probably will ask to form a govern­ 
ment has been long active in politics.

Morning And Several Hundred 


Feet Of Track Torn Up

Big Four 
freight train 
No. 92, 
northbound» was wrecked at Carthage 
this morning and traffic on the local 
division of the Big Four was tied up 
all day. 
No one was injured in the accident, 
but thirteen ears were derailed and 
between four hundred and five hun­ 
dred feet of track were tom up. 
A wreck train arrived from Ander­ 
son between nine and ten o’clock and 
the work of clearing up the wreckage 
was stufted immediately. Passengers 
were being 
transfered at Carthage 
today. 
The cause of the accident is not 
mown, but railroad officials on the 
scene -aid il was probably due to 
pfenning rails. There is a hill south 
of Carthage and it is believed that 
the through freight “dropped down’’ 
into Carthage at a fast clip. There 
also a curve just south of the 
town which may have been partly 
responsible for the wreck. 
The thirteen ears were piled up 
from a -bort distance south of the 
station to a point north of the stat­ 
ion. Fortunately, all of the ears fell 
to the east, or the station would 
probably have been demolished. 
Some of the e a r s which fell over 
on their sides were piled up in the 
front yard of Lon McCorkle who lives 
directly a c r o s s the tracks from the 
Big Four station. 
The wreck hap­ 
pened at 
four-thirty o'clock 
this 
morning, but members of the Me- 
Uorkle family were not awakened by 
the noise and knew nothing of the 
accident until they arose thi> morn­ 
ing. 
The derailed car- were loaded with 
lumber, coal and oil and wreckage 
and debris was strewn all along the 
right-of-way- in front of the station 
and for soiye distance north. 
A -mall stream south of the stat­ 
ion was running oil this 
morning 
when |M*oplt* in the vicinity discovered 
it and thought thut an oil well had 
been drilled in that locality. 


The engine at the water and light 
plant which was reported to be out 
of commission, 
was 
quickly

paired Wednesday afternoon by 
representative from 
the Hamilton, 
O., firm, which recently rebuilt the 
engine, and made good a guarantee 
on their work. A small defect caused 
the engine to stop one night 
last 
week and the firm was notified to 
come and repair the break. The man, 
who arrived 
here yesterday, soon 
found the trouble, and the engine 
was placed in operation last night.

by the United Press. 
These figures emphasize two facts 
previously apparent to political lead­ 
ers from their general observation: 
1—That the 
public 
generally is 
about 50 per cent le-s interested in 
this years congressional election than 
it was in the presidental campaign in 
1920. 
2—That the only places where in­ 
terest approximates or exceeds that 
of 1920 are those where local issues 
have aroused partisianship. 
In 1920 the Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats combined voted a total of 26, 
200,000 votes. This year a total of 
less than 20,000,000 is looked for. 
The big cities are indicative of the 
general state of mind. In New York 
registration this year fell off 176,- 
000 from 1920. 
In Chicago 809,434 
voters registered this year where a 
million had been expected. 
In 1920 
the registration was 884,190. 
In Pennsylvania, where 
Pinchot 
and McSparran have been campaign­ 
ing for the governorship, it is esti­ 
mated that registration is thirty five 
per cent lower than two years ago. 
Pittsburg 
had 114,000 
registered 
voters then, and this year but 82,000; 
Philadelphia had 450,371 then and 
virtually 100,000 less this year.
